A picture of the Jew and his 
wanderings down through the 
centuries, and an explanation of 
his persecution in Germany to- 
day, were given by Dr. James W. 
Parker, described as the out- 
standing authority on anti-Semi- 
tism, in a talk to the students at 
Pickering College on Tuesday 
evening. 

"Many of us have been horri- 
fied in the last few days at the 
news that has come to us out of 
Germany of (he treatment of the 

Jews/' said Headmaster Joseph 
McCulley in introducing the 
speaker. 

Mr. McCulley explained that 
he had first met Dr. Parkcs at a 
student relief conference in 
Switzerland in 1925, when they 
were both students. Dr. Parkcs 

has now been brought from 

England by a group of people 
interested in clarifying the Jew- 
ish position in Germany. 

"We have students of the Jew- 
ish race at the school practically 
every year," said Mr. McCulley. 
"No student here has undergone 
any humiliation on account of his 
race. I feel that it is a mark of 
an educated person to have a

sense of tolerance with regard to 
all peoples everywhere." 

"There is no such thing as the 
Jewish race, Mr. Headmaster," 
began Dr. Parkcs. 'T hope to 
show you that, in the course of 
explaining how the Jews spread j 
all over the earth and became 
more or less of a problem to the 
communities in which they have 
lived." 

Dr. Parkcs recalled some of the 
earlier,' moie familiar history of 
Palestine. 

"Not only did culture flow into 
this little country, but it was on 

the trade routes," continued Dr. 

Parkes. "If you didn't have an 
opening on the parental farm., 
you joined a trade caravan. 

"Today to cross Europe from 
west to east you must speak, if 
you can, many languages, use 
many different currencies, and 
have a visa for each country. In

The master of the lodge, Bert 

Hughes, turned the meeting over 
to Wesley Brooks, a war veteran. 
Rev. R. R. McMath of Trinity 
United church led in prayer. Wm. 
Creig sounded the bugle calls for 
the two minutes silence in mem- 
ory of tho fallen. 

'The only fault of the veterans 
is that they didn't get killed 

overseas," said Mr. Kelman. 

"Veterans arc somebody's rc- 
sponsibiity. yet one government 
says that the responsibility rests 
with another." 

He predicted that the federal 
parliament would shortly enact 
legislation providing for free 
hospitalization for veterans. 

"We have been playing battle- 
dore and shuttlecock with the 
lives of our x'pf^rans/' said Mr. 
Kclrr : p-\ referring to the way 
•rovernment* were pushing re- 
sponsibility from one to another.

He based a plea for increased 
armaments on the contention 
that "Canada should be able to 
defend her status as a naticn, a 
status first evidenced by the Can- 
adian capture of Vimy Ridge."

Approval for York county 
council's extension of its bonus 
scheme for home confinements 
was not forthcoming from Dr. J. 
C. R. Edwards when interviewed 
by The Era this week. 

The council has been offering 
a bonus of $5 to medical men 
for keeping relief confinement 
cases out of hospital. It has now 
extended this scheme to apply to 
all indigents. In the case of the 
relief patient the physician 
would receive the $5 in addition 
to whatever proportion of his 
regular account he might receive. 
In the case of the indigent person 
lie would receive the $5 in addi- 
tion to whatever he might collect 
from the patient. 

The purpose of the bonus is to 
keep down the county's hospital- 
ization expenses, 

Dr. Edwards expressed dis- 
approval of the principle for both 
relief and indigent patients. 

"What is your objection to 
home confinements?" Dr. Ed- 
wards was asked. 

"The lack of facilities for ster- 
ilization and lack of materials, 
linen, cotton batten, and some- 
times utensils," said Dr. Edwards. 
"Presumably you v wouldn*t have a 
nurse in the home, for the people 
couldn't afford it

You 
can get a layette fof the baby 
from the hospital here, I believe, 
but there is nowhere you can 
pick up supplies for the mother, 

"Keeping relief and indigent 

mothers out of the hospital seems 
to mc to be poor economy. 

"In Saskatchewan the family is 
bonused for having a baby, and 
the mother can go to the hospi- 
tal. In Manitoba you can get a 
trained midwife, who would be 
qualified to perform an operation 
herself."

During War, Says Minister 



War Is Wrong Says Pnslor, 

Praising Sacrifices M title

Extolling the boys and men 
who laid down their lives and 
gave their services in tho 
great war for their ideals, and 
decrying the futility of war as a 
means of settling anything, Rev. 
A. P. Addison, Toronto, came 
back to his war-time church and 
preached the memorial service 
sermon on Sunday morning, 20 
years after the armistice. 

"First, they witnessed to their 
love of their land " said Mr. Ad- 
dison, who said that mony of the 
boys had talked over with him 
their decision. 

'They witnessed to their lovo 
of the land from which they 
came and to whose bosom they 
hoped to return after the day's 
work was done," said Mr. Addi- 
son. "Another thing they wit- 
nessed to was their ideals. 

"As I look back 2 am most 
oshamed of my own profession," 
said Mr. Addison, "Ttiey were 
provokers of hate, creators of 
hysteria. Minister* of the gospel 
should have stood strong against 
all cross-currents. 

•Those boys did fight to* make 
the world safe. They did fight 
to end war. And whatever we 
may think of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and other things that came 
out of the war, we must remem- 
ber that our boya were the fineat 
flower of our Canadian idealiam.

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DOES FARMING MY? 

Does farming pay? Can it be made to pay? 
We know lots of farmers who seem to be earning 
a nice living, but is it possible for the average 
fanner on the average farm with average capital 
to make a reasonably good living? Can he earn 
enough to buy occasional new clothes for himself 
and his family, enough to buy a radio, and a fairly 
good used car every three or four years, to keep 
his fences repaired, pay his taxes and save a little 
for his old age or to help start his boys and girls 
out in the world? Can he give his boys as good 
a start as his dad gave him? These are difficult 
questions, and we would like someone else to 
answer them. 

A Civil Servant Answers 

H. R. Hare of the marketing service, economics 
division, dominion department of agriculture, has 
made a preliminary report on dairy farm man- 
agement and milk costs in Ontario. After giving 
lots of figures, Mr. Hare writes, and this para- 
graph will be much quoted by those who have 
the farmers' interests at heart: *lt will be recog- 
nized that the operator's labor earnings, in many 
instances, and even for whole groups when taken 
on the average, represent a figure too small for 
the maintenance of the operator's family. The 
question arises then — how do he and his family 
live? The explanation is found in the fact that 
included in the expenses are certain items which, 
though legitimate charges against revenues, may 
not have been paid out in cash. These include 
interest on the operator's capital, wages for family 
labor and depreciation of land, buildings, equip- 
ment and livestock. Where the operator has been 
forced to draw upon these resources to maintain 
his current position he has actually been depre- 
ciating his capital and human resources. If no 
money has been paid out for maintenance of these 
items, the operator may have used the equivalent 
to meet current living expenses, but it must be 
appreciated that if this condition prevails for a 
period of years, he will have neither capital nor 
human resources with which to continue opera- 
tions:' 



Five Cents An Hour 

Mr. Hare also says: "Though the average result 
is discouraging, it must be borne in mind that 
successful farm businesses were conducted in 
every area" (included in the study). Mr. Hare 
reached the conclusion that after taking care of 
all other costs, the average milk producer in the 
Toronto zone receives less than five cents an hour 
for the labor in his product He also reaches the 
conclusion that an average cream shipper receives 
a quarter of a cent an hour for labor in his 
product. Mr. Hare worked out another table to 
show what the farm operator himself received 
for his own labor, after including in the farm's 
revenues rent for the house^ and produce con- 
sumed by the farmer's family, and after including 
in the expenses prevailing wages to members of 
his family and four per cent on his capital. In 
the Toronto area the fanner received a theoretical 
balance of $333 a year. Out of this he must 
feed his family (costing from $309 to $430 
a year) and pay his rent Obviously he 
couldn't do it, and so Mr. Hare gives the explana- 
tion, already quoted, that the average farmer 
doesn't pay his family wages, he doesn't get 
interest on his investment, he may not earn 
sufficient to take care of depreciation. 

Why Are Farms Valuable? 

Has Mr. Hare over-stated the plight of the 
farmer (for we are under the impression that the 
dairy farmer does at least as well as the average 
farmer)? He could have over-stated it greatly, 
and it would still be bad. The thing that puzzles 
us is why, if Mr. Hare hasn't made any mistake 
in his conclusions, arc farm values as high as they 
are. We can see how a family which owned a 
well-equipped farm when the depression struck 
us might carry on for ten or 15 years, or even 20 
years, running down his farm, but we can't see 
how the average person could rent a farm and 
make it pay, yet there are people who are renting 
farms, and paying the rent. All renters must nec- 
essarily be in the "successful" minority which Mr. 
Hare mentions. Or else the renters may be paying 
rents which arc not sufficient to take care of 
taxes, provide four per cent on the owners* 
investment and depreciation, or they and their 
families may be receiving only sufficient wages to 
cover the bare living costs, or both.

Income and Inheritance Taxes 

Take first the speech of Hon. Colin Campbell, 
Ontario minister of public works. Mr. Campbell, 
a member of "swing-to-the-ieft" government of 
Mr. Hepburn, says that the policy of "taking from 
the haves and giving to the have-nots" can lead 
only to disaster. He said that this policy was 
leading to a rapidly increasing breakdown of 
business. Now just what is this policy of taking 
from the haves? It cannot refer to the sales tax, 
for that tax falls harder on the poor man with the 
big family than on the well-to-do man with the 
small family. It may refer to the income tax and 
the inheritance tax, but if Mr. Campbell wants to 
lessen either of these taxes he should talk to his 
fellow cabinet ministers about it- But should 
these taxes be lessened? What better place is 
there for governments to get money than from 
people who have died and need it no more? If 
they leave little, the government takes little, but 
if they leave a lot the government takes a lot 
And income tax is the fairest tax ever invented. 
R does not take a man's capital, it does not leave 
him penniless, it does not take anything from him 
if he has had a bad year and suffered a loss. This 
is the ideal tax. It bears heavily on those who 
earn a lot, but it still leaves them with more than 
the other fellow (and after you get wealthy the 
only reason for wanting to be wealthier is in 
order to have the satisfaction of having more than 
some other wealthy fellow, to be a little nearer 
the top of that lonely ladder that isolates you from 
your fellow men). 

Does Relief Cause Unemployment? 

Mr. Campbell might argue that governments 
collect more money than they need. He may even 
think that governments spend too much, but he- 
is in a wonderful position to stop some of that 
sending if he thinks it wise. He may even mean 
that governments shouldn't tax those who work 
to keep alive those who don't work. He may 
think that if governments were to stop giving 
relief, and reduced taxes accordingly^ business 
would so improve that there would be no need 
for relief. This is possible but hardly likely, for 
with the ending of relief, the fall in purchasing 
power would offset industry's saving in taxes. We 
must remember too that we had no relief bills to 
pay in 1929, yet the crash came. 

Two Birds, One Stone 

Take too the speech of Hon. Gordon Conant, 
Ontario attorney-general. More people will agree 
with Mr. Conant than with Mr. Campbell, we 
think. Mr. Conant would solve the unemploy- 
ment problem by giving every unemployed man 
a job in the defence forces. Let's see, now. Is it! educational work. 



endeavor to impose their will upon the entire 
world by force . . . Anyone at all familiar with 
our parliamentary institutions cannot be very 
optimistic that we can solve either our domestic 
problems or our requirements for defence by our 
present methods." 

And Co-operation 

We see much more liberalism in another mem- 
ber of the Ontario cabinet, Hon. P. M. Dewan, 
minister of agriculture, who also thinks that he 
has a remedy for economic ills. Mr. Dewan is a 
co-operator, and recently he called a conference 
on co-operation at the O. A. C, Guelph. Mr. 
Dewan believes that Canadians can solve their 
problems by the Scandinavian route of having 
consumers and producers operate their own 
businesses. Moreover, Mr. Dewan has had prac- 



tical experience in co-operative business and 
knows something of what he is talking about. He 
must have great arguments with his colleagues, 
Mr. Campbell and Mr. Conant.

Another question arises as to why so many 
people, (the less successful), should want to work 
hard, terribly hard sometimes, to earn, if Mr. Hare 
is right, a little better living than many people 
receive as government relief without work. The 
answer must be that they prefer the independence 
of operating their own business, however 
unprofitable it may be, and that they arc happier 
working than idle. Still the problem remains, 
how is farming to be made more profitable, so 
that farmers may retire as they used to do, so 
that enterprising young people with a little help 
may pay for farms of their own, and ao that the 
farms may contribute their share of young men 
and young women through university education to 
ihe professions and public life. 



solve the unemployment problem? AH those 
people would have a great deal of purchasing 
power that they didn't have before. How the 
wheels of" industry would hum, until the heavier 
taxes began to act as a brake. Or would we just 
borrow, like we did during 1914-18, and let 
posterity (that's us for the 1914-18 expenditures) 
pay? If we are prepared to borrow freely, we 
could solve the unemployment problem tempor- 
arily in this way. Or we could just as easily give 
these idle hands and feet something to do. We 
could put all these men in uniform and in return 
for their $1.10 etc. a day, we could have them 
marching up and down our streets, and making 
munitions, and shooting the munitions off and 
earning all they got. Our nursery rhymes tell us 
about the "grand old Duke of York," who had 
"twice ten thousand men." "He marched them 
up a great big hill and marched them down 
again." Now we are open to conviction that Mr. 
Conant could pay his armed forces out of current 
taxes and keep the wheels of industry going, 
though we doubt that it could be done, but it 
seems to us that Mr. Conant would have a greater 
chance of success if his men were doing something 
useful, building roads, houses, public buildings, 
planting trees and parks, creating wealth. 

Or Take The C. N. R. 

Or put it another way. If we could cure 
unemployment by giving everyone now unem- 
ployed a job in the army, why isn't it a good thing 
to give men employment through the C. N. R., 
which in turn gives cheap transportation? The 
very people who will applaud Mr. Conant most 
warmly are among those who will say that the 
C. N. R. is an extravagance. 

Not Practical 

■ 

Mr. Conant goes on to envision the old-world 
dictators imposing their will upon the people of 
this continent. We think this danger over- 
emphasized. It would be a military impossibility 
for any one of the dictators, and, we think, for all 
the dictators, Hitler, Mussolini, and Stalin, to- 
gether with militaristic Japan, if there were any 
chance of them agreeing to co-operate with each 
other for such a purpose. This European danger 
is over-drawn, just as the abilities of present-day 
machines of war are over-drawn. We are told 
that modern machines could strike and destroy 
a city in a trice, but in Spain wc have seen the 
city of Madrid withstand repeated air raids by 
German and Italian planes. London might suffer 
heavily from a concentrated German 'attack, and 
we sympathize with British armament plans 
(now that the European situation has reached its 
present pass), but to suppose that from a 
European base a foreign nation could make an 
effective aerial raid on Toronto or even Halifax 
is imaginative. The only at all logical argument 
for Canadan armament is in order to be able to 
help Britain. The argument that Canada is in 
danger is fnr-fctched, although to see the number 
of mature people who make the argument ser- 
iously is amazing.

President repre- 
sents institute in co-operation 
with other organizations; 12. 
Must be strictly impartial; 13. 
Must certify by her signature, all 
acts of the institute; 14. Willi the 
treasurer she signs all cheques.

A BY-LAW FOB BORROWING 
THE SUM OF TWELVE THOUS- 
AND DOLLARS <*12^00.00) TO 
PAY FOR THE COST OF AN 
ADDITION TO THE NEWMAR- 
KET HIGH SCHOOL. 

WHEREAS it Is expedient to 
borrow for the purpose or 
building an addition to the New- 
market High School the sum of 
Twelve Thousand Dollar* <$12,000) 
and that is the amount of the debt 
intended to be created; 

AND WHEREAS the amount of 
the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality according to the last 
revised Assessment Roll is 
$2,343,557.56; 

AND WHEREAS the amount of 
the Debenture Debt of the Corpor- 
ation is 1265,975.61, no part of the 
principal or interest of which is in 

arrears; 

BE IT THEREFORE ENACTED 
by the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the Town of New- 
market; 

1. For the purpose mentioned in 

the preamble there shall be borrow- 
ed on the credit of the Corporation 
the sum of Twelve Thousand Dol- 
lars ($12,000.00) and debentures 
shall be issued therefore on the 
serial Plan in sums of not less than 
One Hundred Dollars each bear- 
ing interest at the rate of three 
and one-half per cent per annum 
and having coupons attached 
thereto for the payment of the 

interest. 

2. The debentures shall all bear 
the same date and shall be issued 
within two years after the date on 
which this By-law is passed, and 
may bear any date within such two 
years, and shall be payable in 
twelve annual instalments during 

the twelve years next after the 
time when the same arc issued, 
and the respective amounts payable 
in each of such years shall be as 
set forth in Schedule "A" hereto 
annexed, which shall be deemed to 
be a part of this By-law. 

3. The debentures as to both 
principal and interest shall be ex- 
pressed in Canadian currency and 
may be payable at any place or 
places in Canada. 

4. The debentures shall be signed 
and issued by the Mayor and shall 
be signed also by the Treasurer and 
sealed with the seal of the Corpor- 
ation, and the interest coupons 
shall be signed by the Treasurer 

whose signature thereon may be 
written, stamped, lithographed or 
engraved. 

5. During the twelve years cur- 
rency of the debentures there shall 
be raised in each year by a special 
rate on nil the rateable property in 
the Municipality the total amount 
of principal and interest payable 
|p that year as set forth in Sched* 
u!e "A" hereto. 

6. The debentures may contain 
any provision for the registration 
of them authorized by law. ' 

7. This By-lav/ shall take effect 
on the day of the final passing 
thereof.

**I have learned that if you are 
going to help a problem child you 
must study him in order to get 
at the seat of the trouble," stated 
Taylor Statten, Pickering Col- 
lege, speaking at a luncheon in 
Trinity United church at the 
annual convention of public and 
separate school teachers of in- 
spectorate one York county, held 
here last Thursday. 

"It is all a question of educat- 
ing the emotions. If we could ed- 
ucate the pupil's feelings so that 
he would always feel like doing 
the right thing instead of telling 
him so many times that would 
be fine. 

"A child loams what he prac- 
tises, he practises what is satisfy- 
ing to him, and the satisfying 
thing is what he desires, and he 
only learns by doing the thing 
over and over," continued Mr. 
Statten. "The inward urge to be 
recognized favorably by other 
people is the most common de- 
sire of men, women and children. 
People resort to all kinds of ways 
to gain recognition, and hoys and 
grown-ups often turn to infidel 
methods to get this recognition.'' 

The speaker took the word 
'reaps* and gave a meaning to 

each letter. The R was for rec- 
ognition, and the E represented 

experience, which means thrills 
and adventure. The A stood for 
affection, combining mutual 
understanding and forgiveness, 
the P stood for power or success, 
and the S security. 

"Some children very seldom 
get the feeling of power or suc- 
Cf~s and they feel that they are 
failures and so do their mothers, 
fathers, and teachers," Mr. Stat- 
ten told the gathering. "Some 
parents expect too much of their 
children and make them failures. 
We should give a child credit for 
what he does instead of blaming 
him for his faults. We should 
work for success to eliminate 
failure?. 

"Children become problems 
when they have lost or maybe 
never gained the sense of secur- 
ity." contended the speaker. "All 
children have to gain this sense 
before they can stand oh a fltnt 
foundation that radiates person- 
ality. Other things enter in also. 
such as the Replication of a child 
to work, studv. or play, and his 
reputation. Another great fac- 
tor is, has the boy any friends? 

"A feeling of insecurity is often 
trained by not being able to mix 
with the rest of the boys and by 
thinking that he is being left out 
of things. If a boy has rome 
disability we should try to find 
something he can do well, so he 
won't feel insecure. Environ* 
ment has a great deal to do with 
the attitude of a child. 

"The greatest problem child of 
all is the child who exhibits the 
tendencies that lie hasn't self- 
confidence or security," Mr. Stat- 
ten stated. "If we can teach him 
to do things worth-while to give 
him a sense of security, then the 
rest of our problems will fade 
away."

across Europe with one language, 
one currency and no visas. As a 
result, people travelled. 

"The first group of Jews in 
northern Europe went to Cologne 
as slaves of the Romans after the 
conquest of Palestine. 

"In the seventh century arose 
Mohammed and cut northern 
Africa out of the Christian world. 
Christians, with their trinity, 
were regarded as pagans, but 
Jews were allowed to pass 
through Islam quite freely, and 
trade passed into Jewish hands. 

"By the year 1,000 you found 
Jewish colonies of merchants 
and artisans in all the cities 
around the Mediterranean. Nor- 
thern Europe began to develop a 
taste for luxuries. Many Jews 
found it profitable to settle in 
northern Europe. 

"This group we can call Sem- 
ites. Their slaves were largely 
Nordic. They tried to convert 
their servants to their own faith. 
They inter-married, so that these 

Jews were by no means a pure 
race. 

"When religious enthusiasm 
broke out and the first crusade of 
1096 started to rescue the tomb of 
Christ from the Mohammedans, 
some said why not start with the 
Jews at home, who killed Christ. 
This provided funds for the trip. 
There were massacres of Jews all 

through the marches of the cru- 
sading armies. 

"Compulsory baptism became 
common in Europe. The church

"So the Jews are not a pure 
race. There are no pure races 
and approaches to a pure race 
have produced no civilization.

"In 1881 the first liberal Czar 
of Russia, and he wasn't very 
liberal, was assassinated, and the 
government persuaded people 
that tlie assassination and the de- 
sire for reform were due to the 
Jews.

"With a dictatorship, the people 
can't change the government. 
Tito government must give you 
something to convince you that 
the government is wonderful. 
Whatever happens, it is not the 
fault of the National Socialist 
party, it is not Ihe fault of the 
government. 

"The Germans don't believe it 
is a war between 60,000,000 Ger- 
mans and a helpless half million 
Jews, or a million and a half, to 
Include all with Jewish blood. 
They believe that they are in a 
war between Germans and world 
Jewry. They don't see any best- 
iality. It Is a war between equal 
forces. The Jewish war of Hitler 
still has the support of tho bulk 
of tho German people. 

"Hitler has now imposed a col- 
ossal fine upon an already im- 
poverished people. The result 
must be either the extermination 
of the German Jewish commun- 
ity largely by starvation, suicide,
